settlement in mass by the people of 
either country in the other. 
“During the past six months under 
\his policy more Japanese have left 
the country than have come in, and 
the total number in the United States 
has diminished by over 2,000. 
These 
figure* are absolutely accurate and 
cannot be impeached. In other words. 
If the present policy is consistently 
followed and works as w»cll in the fu­ 
ture as it is now working, all difficul­ 
ties and cruse* of friction will disap­ 
pear, while at the same time each 
nation will retain its self respect and 
the good will of the other. 
But such 
a bill as this school bill accomplishes 
literally nothing whatever in the line 
of the Object aimed at and gives just 
and grave cause for irritation: while 
in addition the United States govern­ 
ment would be obliged immediately to 
take action in the federal courts to 
test such legislation, as we hold it 
to be clearly a violation of the treaty.

States supreme Court in regard to 
state laws which violate treaty obli 
gations of the United States. 
The 
legislation would accomplish nothing 
beneficial and would certainly cause 
some mischief and might cause very 
grave mischief. 
In short, the policy 
of the administration is to combine 
the maximum of efficiency in achiev­ 
ing the real object which the people 
of the Pacific slope have at heart, 
with the minimum of friction and 
trouble», while the misguided men who 
advocate such action as this against 
which I protest are following a policy 
which combines the very minimum of 
efficiency with the maximum of insult 
and which, while totally failing to 


might accomplish an infinity of harm. 
“If in the next year or two the ac­ 
tion of tic* federal government fails 
to achieve what it is now achieving, 
then through th«» further action of the* 
president and congress it can be made 
entirely efficient. 
I am sure that the 
soitiol judgment of the people of Cali­ 
fornia will support you, Mr speaker, 
in your efforts. 
Let ni*» repeat that 
at present we are actually doing the 
very thing w hich the people* of Cali­ 
fornia wish to be done, and to ups* t 
the arrangement under which this is 
being done can do no good and may 
do great harm.

Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 9.—Only live 
senators favored agitation of the anti 
Japanese question when the matter 
was called up by Senator Marc An­ 
thony of San Fram isco. 
The senate decided by a vote of 25 
to 5 to defer until next Thursday its 
action upon the report of the commit 
tee 
on 
executive 
communications, 
which 
advises 
against 
legislation 
aimed at the Japanese. 
Senator J. B. Sanford introduced a 
joint resolution asking congress to in- 
c hide Japanese in the provisions of 
the Geary exclusion art. 
Senator Anthony’s bill providing for 
submitting to the voters at the next 
state election the question of prohibit­ 
ing Asiatic immigration was favorably 
reported.

Objects to Speech Made by 


Representative Rainey. 


Washington. Feb. 9.—C. C. Arose 
mena, the Pan inn minister, called 
at the state department and filed a 
protest from his government against 
the speech made in the house of rep­ 
resentatives recently by Mr. Rainey 
of Illinois, in w hich President Obaldla 
of Panama w as severely attacked. The 
minister act>»d in pursuance of in­ 
structions cabled by bis government. 
Secretary Bacon refused to com­ 
m e n t on tlie action taken by the Pan 
avna minister, but said that he expect­ 
'd to make a statement concerning 
the matter. 
The national assembly of Panama 
about a week ago unanimously ap­ 
proved a resolution in which it w*as 
declared that “the assembly publicly 
and solmenly protests against the in 
suit to the chief executive of Panama, 
his excellency, Domingo de Obaldia, 
as implied iu the parliament of a 
friendly nation.” 
The resolution further stated that 
the “slanderous assertions” of Repre­ 
sentative Rainey deserve to be con 
sidered only because of the official 
character of the one who made them.”

Frenchmen. 
Paris, Feb. 9.—Death claimed two 
of the best known men in France, 
Catuelle-Abraham Mendes, the poet 
find novelist, and Ernest Alexander 
llonore Coquelin, known familiarly as 
Coquelln Cadet, one of the last of 
France’s celebrated actors. 
M. Mendes’ body was found mangled 
fn the railroad tunnel near Saint Ger­ 
main, he having fallen accidentally 
from a moving train. 
M. Coquelin, 
btricen down by the news of the death 
of his brother, Benoit Constant Coque­ 
lin, on Jan. 27, expired in the arms of 
his valot. 
Baron Von Oppenheim, with whom 
M. Mendes dined, explained that the 
poet was melancholy and complained 
of extreme fatigue. 
There has been 
suggestion of suicide or foul play in 
the deaih of Mendes and the finding 
of his cane and hat beside the body 
convinces the authorities that he in­ 
advertently opened the door of the 
compartment of the carriage in whic h 
be was riding before the train was 
clear of the tunnel and fell beneath 
I lie wheels. 
It is related that in connection with 
these two tragic deaths that after 
working on a play on Napoleon, M. 
Mendes sp>»nt an hour completing a 
poem on the death of the elder Co­ 
quelln.

It may be said th at the P ana­ 
ma canal and child labor belong also in 
the nonpolitical division, but as these 
have been draw n more or less Into 
partisan controversy I prefer to treat 
them under the other head. The Isth­ 
mian canal was discussed long before 
Roosevelt, and child labor legislation 
was also advocated before he took it 
up, nor has he made it especially one 
of his policies. 
In order to be perfectly frank, it 
may be well to say here th at w ith • 
some of Mr. Roosevelt’s governmental 
policies, or, rather, w ith some of his 
methods and tendencies, the w riter 
has not been in thorough accord, while 
w ith his nonpolitical and hum anitarian 
projects I am in hearty agreem ent. 
I 
mention this for the purpose of m ak­ 
ing it clear th at In this review any 
blas I may have in one direction is 
probably counterbalanced by th a t In 
the other and to state further th at I 
desire to be as just, as fair and as 
candid as it is possible for one man 
to be in dealing w ith another. In the 
case of the president this is not ex­ 
actly easy, as he is such a positive 
and combative character th at he drives 
men Into being partisans concerning 
him, one side sw earing that he Is an 
angel of light w ith a few hum an 
splotches to dim his glory, the other 
faction declaring th a t he Is an imp 
from the lilt who only poses as a re­ 
form er the better to work his diabolical 
ends. 
From either the angel or devil 
theory It is well to steer clear. W hat­ 
ever else Theodore Roosevelt is, he is 
a man—“an average man raised to the 
pth power,” some one has called him, 
but a t any rate a man. 
It is but natural th at one w ith so 
many contradictions In his character 
should show some anomalies In his re­ 
sults. 
Here Is one, and, while I have 
not seen it before stated, It seems to 
me the most striking of bls career: 
T hat w'hile he belongs, par excellence, 
to the type of man who does things, 
his own chief contribution to the world 
Is not in w hat he has actually accom­ 
plished, but in bls Influence; not In the 
things done, but In the things advo­ 
cated; not in w hat he has finished, but 
in w hat he has begun and left for 
somebody else to finish. 
W ith a man 
who has entered so many fields this 
Is necessarily the case. 
W hat he has 
lived to see fully carried out during his 
own adm inistration has been infinites 
lmal compared to w hat he has stood 
for. Ills enemies charge that his forte 
is one of promise rather than perform ­ 
ance. 
This Is scarcely just. 
Ile has 
performed many things and put other 
things in the way of being performed 
in tho future. Yet it Is true—and here 
is the anom aly—that, while be is 
man of deeds, his chief influence on 
the world will come from his ideals 
and attitudes rather than from work 
actually done. 


Lives the Simple Life. 
Perhaps the one thing that will be 
most prominently associated with the 


name of Theodore Roosevelt in future 
is the square deal. This he has reiter­ 
ated so often in word, in act and In his 
attitude tow ard every question that 
the phrase, though in use centuries be­ 
fore he was born, cannot now be men­ 
tioned without bringing up a thought 
of bim. He Is as much identified with 
It as Is the name of Lincoln with “gov­ 
ernm ent of the people, for the people 
and by the people.” 
The president's advocacy mf the sim 
pie life has faded som ew hat from the 
public mind amid the other m ultifari­ 
ous Issues he has brought to the front, 
and yet it was due to him and to the 
encouragement he gave Pastor Charles 
W agner, author of a book on the sub­ 
ject, th at the movement was given 
such a powerful im petus In the United 
States. Mr. Roosevelt not ouly preach­ 
es the simple life, but lives it. 
He 
spends all the time possible with na­ 
ture and exercises regularly. Contrary 
to the popular conception, he Is most 
methodical in his habits and husbands 
every moment of his time. 
The strenuous life is, of course, only 
another name for Roosevelt, as much 
a part of his Identity as the “big 
stick,” 
the 
rough 
riders 
and 
the 
Ananias club. 
It Is a portion of his 
gospel 
of doing 
tilings 
which 
he 
preaches not only for the individual, 
but for the nation. 
Striving, energy, 
manhood, ambition, accomplishment— 
these spell his creed. Roosevelt chases 
our old friend. Inglorious Ease, and 
his son, the Mollycoddle, out of the 
back door and gi^es them a taste of 
the joy of action. 
One of his pet 
aversions Is the chap who is “not 
w orth bls salt.” 
Roosevelt Is the 
apotheosis of the type of man who 
Ivorks, hustles, “gits thor.” 
He has 
nothing of the philosophical and poet­ 
ical in his makeup. 
If his idea of 
things could be summed up In a sen­ 
tence it would be, H it the trail of 
progress and keep going. 
Has “Bully” Time at Work or Play. 


Another thing he stands for Is clean 
iport. 
This was shown conspicuously 
in his efforts to’ reform football. 
He 
believes in sport, does Roosevelt, not 
only in theory, but in practice. 
H e 
spends his leisure in blunting big game 
and in life in the open, and his dally 
life is seasoned by tennis, bouts w ith 
the gloves, cross country rides, wood- 
chopping and swinging, brisk walks. 
H e has a peculiar faculty of giving 
his whole attention and force to w hat­ 
ever he has in hand, then of transfer­ 
ring both instantly to the next thing. 
He plays as he works, or, rather, he 
m akes play of his work and work of 
his play, having a “bully” tim e in 
each. They are all a part of the game 
to be enjoyed to the full. 
It is proba­ 
ble that 
Roosevelt sometimes gets 
tired, but, if so, he never shows it. 
He is as fresh at the end of the day 
as at the beginning. 
This is true 
w hether he works or walks, rides or 
romps, makes speeches or shoots bears 
and mountain lions. 
The president’s fam ous rebuke of na­ 
ture faking came from the sam e corner 
of his brain—or was it his heart?—as 
the demand for clean sport. 
It raised 
about his ears a hornets* nest, but lf 
ever a man could have a perfectly 
corking time w ith hornets he Is the 
man. 
W riters of anim al stories and 
some naturalists as well fell on him 
hip and thigh, criticising him for kill­ 
ing game merely for the sake of killing 
and saying other things about him th a t 
everybody has forgotten. T h at Is one 
thing about Roosevelt. 
H is phrases 
stick, while those of his enemies pass 
like words w ritten in w ater. W hether 
his strictures of the anim al w riters 
w ere all deserved or not* the term 
“nature faker” is so p at th a t It will 
stay and will have a wholesome effect. 
Move of Great Import. 
The president’s repeated pleas against 
th e destruction of forests, his encour­ 
agem ent of the forestry bureau, his 
calling of two conventions of govern­ 
ors for the conservation of natural re­ 
sources and his plan of interesting 
Canada and Mexico in the same cause 
all constitute a work the im portance 
of which we cannot yet measure. Any­ 
thing of this nature m akes such a pe­ 
culiar appeal to my own heart th a t I 
would not tru st myself to make an un­ 
biased judgm ent of its importance, 
for to me It seems, in connection w ith 
certain kindred movements, altogether 
the greatest cause set in motion by this 
adm inistration and one th at will re­ 
dound more to its future credit than 
way other. 
One of these kindred movements Is 
irrigation in the west. 
The plan of 
giving government aid to these irriga­ 
tion projects is distinctively a Roose­ 
velt policy and has given him much of 
his popularity w est of the Missouri 
river. 
Already vast arid wastes have 
been 
transform ed 
into 
productive 
farm s, orchards and gardens, and the 
effort is yet in its infancy. 
It is the 
kind of work th at will bless mankind 
through 
the centuries. 
If he who 
makes two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before is a benefactor, then 
w hat shall be said of him who makes 
2.000,000 blades grow where none grew

Ile Is probably a benefact i

Still another of these kindred move 
melds was inaugurated by Mr. Roose­ 
velt when he appointed h|s farm com 
mission, but which came so near iii 
end of his terra that it is impossible t> 
measure ha effects. 
If it covers the 
ground, however, if it does even 
s i 
small part of w hat there is such cry­ 
ing need should be done, it alone will 
become an im m easurable blessing to 
the country. 
It Is one of the faculties qf Iiooae 
velt to bring almost every subject he 
goes after into universal discussion. Ii 
was so with his crusade against race 
suicide. 
Ile has been subjected to col 
limns of ridicule for attem pting to reg­ 
ulate not only governmental policies, 
but the size of our families, yet few 
have questioned either the righteous­ 
ness or timeliness of his remark that 
“if a race does not have plenty of 
children then that race is decadent.” 
It took courage to say that, but there 
was supreme need th at It should be 
said. 
Ahead of His Age. 
Even greater ridicule greeted the 
president’s espousal of reformed spell­ 
ing. 
This was hitting the trail of 
progress a little too hard for the aver­ 
age American. 
He preferred to spell 
as his fathers had spelled, even though 
it were the most abominable way ever 
known to any language on earth. 
In 
this 
m atter 
Roosevelt 
was 
simply 
ahead of his age. We fhall come to It. 
Give us time. 
One of tho most noteworthy acts of 
the present adm inistration was the 
president's successful effort to bring

It is one el’ the anomalies of the con­ 
tradictory character of this man that, 
while he has stood for the m ilitant 
attitude and has so Insisted that boys 
learn how to shoot and th at the nation 
should ever be prepared for war, his 
most conspicuous deed as president, at 
least In the eyes of other nations, has 
been In the Interests of peace. To the 
world at large Theodore Roosevelt Is 
chiefly known as the man who ended 
the w ar between Russia and Japan. 
For nineteen hundred years there has 
been no mere honorable title than that 
of peacemaker.

BAD STORM 
IS RAGING 


Heaviest Snow Storm of year is 
Raging in Central Minne­ 
sota Today 


WESTERN BRANCHcS BLOCKED 


Moms Train Stalled and Fergus 
Falls Branch Reported in 
S:me Condition 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 


The w orst snow storm of the year is 
raping here today. 
The wind is not as 
strong as was the case in the storm 
about ten days ago, but it is coming 
directly off I a'ce Superior and the snow 
fall bids fair to be much heavier. 
The train from Duluth and thé south 
bound Minnesota & International train 
came in on time, or practically so, but 
telegraphic reports are to the effect 
th at the east bound passenger from 
Morris, which comes here as No. 91, is 
stalled in the snow w est of Gleenw'ood, 
The mail car on the Minnesota & In­ 
ternational was turned here and sent 
north and the cars from St. Paul were 
brought up by a special crew from Lit­ 
tle Falls. 
The crew of the west bound passen­ 
ger received orders here th a t the en­ 
tire equipm ent of th at train would be 
turned at Staples, because of the fact, 
it is said, th at the Oakes branch is al­ 
so totally blocked. 
C. E. Emerson, road foreman on the 
Lake Superior division, came in from 
Duluth this noon on the passenger 
train and states th at in Duluth, when 
the train left, the wind was blowing 
off the lake at the rate of 60 miles per 
hours and the snow falling so rapidly 
th a t it was impossible to see more than 
a few feet. 
There is little or no snow on the 
north end of the M. &. 
I., and snow 
did not begin to fall until this forenoon 
a t Bemidji and W alker. 
W hether or 
not the snow storm is working north­ 
ward is hard to say, but th at seemed 
the opinion of the railroad men. 
The train from the south came in at 
2:30, this afternoon and was composed 
of the big 185, six driver freight en­ 
gine, pushing one of the big car plows 
ahead of her and hauling a caboose, a 
baggage and two passenger coaches. 
The headlight of the engine was brok­ 
en and engine and plow showed th at 
they had been nearly buried in snow.

Cover the box with a damp cloth 
and a little more sawdust and set away 
in a warm place, in the kitchen or liv­ 
ing room, and keep moist but not too 
wet. 
In five or seven days examine 
for germ ination. 
Note the number 
of kernels startin g and vigor of grow th. 
On square No. 10 you may find 10 ker­ 
nels sprouted. 
This means th at ear on 
space 10 will germ inate 100 per cent. 
On square No. 20 you may find only 8 
kernels growing, which means 80 per 
cent for ear No. 20, not good enough 
for seed so th a t this ear may be dis­ 
carded. 
No ear should be saved for 
seed th at falls below 90 per cent. 
The 
box should be examined from tim e to 
tim e and any ears th at have not sprout­ 
ed in 5 to 7 days under favorable con­ 
ditions, should be discarded. 
It m ight be well to divide the ears 
into two piles, one with 90 per cent 
and the other with 100 per cent ger­ 
m inating power.

BAD STORM 
IS RAGING 


Heaviest Snow Storm of year Is 
Raging In Central Minne­ 
sota Today 


WESTERN BRANCHES BLOCKED

TWENTY YEARS A60 


Morris Train Stalled and Fergus 
Falls Branch Reported in 
Same Condition 
The worst snow storm of the year is 
raging here today. The wind is not as 
strong as was the case in the storm 
about ten days ago, but it is coming 
directly off Lake Superior and the snow 
fall bids fair to be much heavier. 
The train from Duluth and thd south 
bound Minnesota & International train 
came in on time, or practically so, but 
telegraphic reports are to the effect 
that the east bound passenger from 
Morris, which comes here as No. 91, is 
stalled in the snow west of Gleenwood. 
The mail car on the Minnesota & In­ 
ternational was turned here and sent 
north and the cars from St. Paul were 
brought up by a special crew from Lit­ 
tle Falls. 
The crew of the west bound passen­ 
ger received orders here that the en­ 
tire equipment of that train would be 
turned at Staples, because of the fact, 
it is said, that the Oakes branch is al­ 
so totally blocked. 
C. E. Emerson, road foreman on the 
Lake Superior division, came in from 
Duluth this noon on the passenger 
train and states that in Duluth, when 
the train left, the wind was blowing 
off the lake at the rate of 60 miles per 
hours and the snow falling so rapidly 
that it was impossible to see more than 
a few feet. 
There is little or no snow on the 
north end of the M. &. I., and snow 
did not begin to fall until this forenoon 
at Bemidji and Walker. Whether or 
not the snow storm is working north­ 
ward is hard to say, but that seemed 
the opinion of the railroad men. 
The train from the south came in at 
2:30, this afternoon and was composed 
of the big 185, six driver freight en­ 
gine, pushing one of the big car plows 
ahead of her and hauling a caboose, a 
baggage and two passenger coaches. 
The headlight of the engine was brok­ 
en and engine and plow showed that 
they had been nearly buried in snow. 
A force of shovelers was also brought 
along, but it had proved unnecessary 
to u ie them.

against him and to which he has re­ 
plied with a cross bill. 
Mrs. Lemp 
swore that the defendant had beaten 
her and thrown her down a flight of 
stairs; that he had locked her out of 
doors; that he had employed detec­ 
tives to watch her, dismantled their 
home by moving out the furniture and 
taught their son, William J. Lemp, 
III., to be an athiest. 
Mrs. Lemp was the first w itness 
examined and she was still on the 
stand when adjournm ent was taken 
*or the day. 
In her suit Mrs. Lemp asks for a 
divorce, the custody of their son and 
sufficient alimony to keep herself and 
the boy in com fortable circum stances. 
The cross bill filed by Mr. Lemp also 
asks a divorce and the custody of the 
child. 
The religious education of the boy 
was one of the m ain causes of differ­ 
ences between the couple, according 
to Mrs. Lem p’s testimony. 
During the proceedings a letter was 
introduced in evidence which 
was 
found among his wife’s private pa­ 
pers.

INDIVIDUAL EAR TEST OF] SEED CORN. 
(Furnished by the Minnesota Far­ 
mers’ Institutes, St. Anthony Park, St. 
Paul, Minn.) 
To make the individual ear test, take 
a box 36 inches square and 6 inches deep, 
fill with sawdust, bran or sand, and 
moisten well. Take a cotton cloth 
(sheeting) large enough to completely 
cover top of box, mark foff in 2 inch 
squares with a lead pencil and number 
squares. This makes 324 squares or 
space enough to test the seed needed 
on twenty acres. 
Secure three or four fence boards. 
Divide the boards into 2& inch spaces 
by driving nails every 2£ inches and 
number the spaces. Select the best 
seed ears you have and with a knife 
remove IO kernels from different parts 
of each year, avoiding the tip and but 
kernels. Place these IO kernels on 
square No. I in the box and place the 
ear on space No. I on the board. Treat 
each ear in the same manner, being 
careful to place the ear on the space 
corresponding in number to the square 
in the box on which the kernels were 
placed. In this manner it is easy to 
tell from which ear the kernels upon 
any one of the squares came. 
Cover the box with a damp cloth 
and a little more sawdust and set away 
in a warm place, in the kitchen or liv­ 
ing room, and keep moist but not too 
wet. In five or seven days examine 
for germination. 
Note the number 
of kernels starting and vigor of growth. 
On square No. IO you may find IO ker­ 
nels sprouted. This means that ear on 
space IO will germinate IOO per cent. 
On square No. 20 you may find only 8 
kernels growing, which means 80 per 
cent for ear No. 20, not good enough 
for seed so that this ear may be dis­ 
carded. No ear should be saved for 
seed that falls below 90 per cent. The 
box should be examined from time to 
time and any ears that have not sprout­ 
ed in 5 to 7 days under favorable con­ 
ditions, should be discarded. 
It might be well to divide the ears 
into two piles, one with 90 per cent 
and the other with IOO per cent ger­ 
minating power. 324 ears will plant 
from 15 to 20 acres of corn after shel­ 
ling off tip and but kernels, which 
should be done.

In the message the president lays 
stress upon the fact that the farmers 
and their families are the stay and 
strcngtli of the country and that what­ 
ever tends to make their lives less 
burdensome or unattractive is noces 
sary to the interests of the nation. 
He praises tin» work of the members 
of the com mission, who, as he says, 
have labored without pay and do not 
now ask compensation for their work. 
The only recommendation In the mes­ 
sage is the request for an appropria­ 
tion of $25,000 to» enable the commis­ 
sion to digest the material it lias col­ 
lected and put it in such shape that 
it will be available for the nation. 
In an appendix to the message, pre­ 
ceding the report of the com mission, 
the president comments on the replies 
made by a Missouri farmer to the ques­ 
tions asked by the commission. 
“To 
the question, 'Is the supply of farm la­ 
bor in your neighborhood satisfacto­ 
ry?* the answer is, ‘No, because the

How Farmers Can Help Themselves. 
Under our system it is helpful to 
promote discussion of ways In which | 
the people can help themselves. There 
are three main directions in which !

namely, better farming, bettor busi­ 
ness and better living on the farm. 
The national department of agricul­ 
ture, 
which 
has 
rendered 
services 
equaled by bo other similar depart­ 
ment In any other time or place; the 
state departments of agriculture, the 
state colleges of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts, especially through their 
extension work; the state agricultural 
experiment stations, the Farm ers' un­ 
ion, the grunge, the agricultural press 
and other similar agencies have all 
combined to place within the reach 
of the American farmer an amount 
and quality of agricultural Informa­ 
tion which if applied would enable 
him over large areas to double the 
production of the farm. 
The object of the commission on 
country life, therefore, Is not to help 
the farmer raise better crops, but to 
ea!3 his attention to the opportunities 
for better business and better living 
on the farm 
If country life is to be­ 
come what it should be and what 1 
believe b ultimately will b e-one of 
the most dignified, desirable and sought 
after ways of earning a living-the 
farm er must take advantage not only 
of the agricultural knowledge which 
1* at his disposal, but of the methods 
whir !i have raised and continue to 


the United States can fail to recognize 
the necessity for building tip the life 
of the farm upon its social as well .us 
upon Its productive sale. 
It Is true that country life has im­ 
proved ¿rcrtily in attractiveness, health 
and comfort 
and that the farmer's 
earnings art* higher than they were. 
But city life is advancing even more 
rapidly because of the greater atten­ 
tion which is being given by the citi­ 
zens of the towns to their own better 
ment. 
For Just this reason the intro­ 
duction of effective agricultural co­ 
operation throughout the United States 
is of the 
first 
importance. 
Where 
farmers are organized co-operatively 
they not only avail themselves much 
more readily of business opportunities 
and Improved methods, but it Is found 
that the organizations which bring 
them together in the work of their 
lives are used also for social and in­ 
tellect uni advancement. 
The co-operative plan 
is the best 
plan of organization wherever men 
have the right spirit to carry it out. 
Under this plan any business under 
taking Is managed by a committee 
Every man lias one vote and only one 
rote, and every one gets profits ac 
cording to what he soils or buys or 
supplies. 
It develops individual re­ 
sponsibility and has a moral as well 
ns a financial value over any other 
plan. 


Farmers’ Problems the Whole Country’s 
I desire only to take counsel with 
the farm ers as fellow citizens. 
It is 
uot the problem of the farmers alone 
that 1 am discussing with them, but 
a problem which affects every city as 
well as every farm In the country. 
It 
Is a problem which the working farm 
ers will have to solve for themselves, 
but It is a problem which also affects 
In only less degree all the rest of us, 
and therefore if we can render any 
help toward its solution It is not only 
our duty but our Interest to do so. 
The foregoing will, I hope, make It 
clear why I appointed a commission to 
consider problems of farm life which 
have hitherto had far too little often 
tion and the neglect of which has not 
only held back life in the country, but 
also lowered the efficiency of the whoh 
nation. 
The welfare of the farm er is 
of vital consequence to the welfare of 
the whole community. 
The strength 
ening of country life, therefore. i< tin- 
strengthening of the whole nation 
The commission has tried to help tin 
farmers to see clearly their own prob­

I desire only to take counsel with 
the farm ers as fellow citizens.

uot the problem of the farm ers alone 
that I am discussing with them, but 
a problem which affects every city as 
W’ell as every farm In the country.
